There was standing room only at City Hall last Thursday 
night when the first of two public hearings on the proposed new 
zoning ordinance was held before members of the Planning 
Commission. 

The meeting had moments of high flying sparks, as the 
more than 200 persons present listened to the recommendations 
submitted to the Commission by the Gordon Whitnall Co., plan¬ 
ning consultants, whose services were engaged several months 
ago. 

Representing the Whitnall 
organization was K. Kalicka 
who told the audience, "Some¬ 
thing is happening in South¬ 
ern California that is called 
progress and Sierra Madre is 
now in its path. It has a tre¬ 
mendous surge of population. 
Due to this great influx of peo¬ 
ple, larger lots are being di¬ 
vided at a rapid rate. You, the 
people of Sierra Madre, are get¬ 
ting closer together and dis¬ 
putes between closer neighbors 
will necessarily occur. The 
newcomer is not typically Sier¬ 
ra Madrean; he is aggressive, 
independent, and may have 
less regard for his neighbor 
than many of those who set¬ 
tled here earlier. The ordi¬ 
nance we are recommending to 
you has these problems in 
mind.” . 

In response to a comment 
from a member of the audience 
that “we are different”, Kalic¬ 
ka said he has assisted in the 
planning of zoning ordinances 
for several years arid in eaclr 
city he has heard the same re¬ 
mark, He said that undoubted¬ 
ly each city is different in 
some respects from any other 
and that Sierra Madre has its 
own problems, chiefly those of 
topography, and v an attempt 
has been made to answer those 
individual problems and needs. 

Home Work Section 

Many persons present at the 
hearing showed concern about 
the effect the new ordinance 
would have on home occupa¬ 
tions. Kalicka said that home 
occupations have never been 
satisfactorily defined; that the 
Whitnall organization has just 
completed a nationwide survey 
on this problem, and cities all 
over the nation admit they are 
not completely satisfied with 
the manner in which their own 
ordinances cover the subject. 

A number of persons, among 
them Thomas M. Schwartz, said 
they thought the present zon¬ 
ing ordinance was adequate in 
its coverage of home occupa¬ 
tions. Mr. Schwartz then asked 
Mr. Kalicka if a carpenter who 
hired no help, but used his 
home as a base of operations 
would be forced to discontinue 
conducting his business from 
the house.

The Sierra Madre School Board reached an unanimous de¬ 
cision at its meeting last Monday night to ask for a 55 cent tax 
increase on the April 29 election date. The increase will be re¬ 
quested for an unlimited time, bringing the tax from a 90 cent 
maximum to $1.45 per $100 of ? 

Members of the Board have 
spent many hours of study to 
ascertain the amount needed to 
cover three major fields in the 
City's educational set-up and 
the results of their study are 
contained in the following sur¬ 
vey released this week. 

For a number of years the 
rate of 90 cents has been in¬ 
adequate to balance the budg¬ 
et; the budget including such 
items as the additional cost of 
tuition to Pasadena, an en¬ 
larged teaching staff to meet 
the increased enrollment and 
the maintenance of a building 
reserve. 

A spokesman for the Board 
told the NEWS this week that 
“many repairs are necessary to 
preserve the present 25 year 
old building at Highland and 
Auburn. Extensive repairs such 
as roofing and wiring would be 
spread over a number of years, 
many of which, if not done 


soon will result in serious dam¬ 
age. Other items of lighting, 
heating and painting are also 
a part of the essential re-con- 
ditioning program.” 

Many needed services have 
been eliminated in the interest 
of economy, such as a special 
teacher for reading needs, an 
art teacher, clerical service and 
administrative supervision. It 
is pointed out by the Board 
that educational standards can 
be raised only with smaller 
class loads and better salaries 
to attract and to hold the best 
teachers. 

The Board has in mind a 
long range plan. As repairs are 
completed and standards are 
raised, funds would then be 
available to meet anticipated 
enrollment increases to bal¬ 
ance future budgets and to 
maintain all school property in 
constant good repair.

Zoning, as we know it today, 
was devised primarily in Cali¬ 
fornia approximately forty 
years ago “to cope with the 
mushrooming influx of popu¬ 
lation and growth being ex¬ 
perienced by the City of Los 
Angeles. Zoning afforded in¬ 
creasingly effective safeguards 
to property investments which 
were being seriously jeopardiz¬ 
ed and destroyed through con¬ 
stant shifting of different use- 
types and the intrusion into an 
area dominated by one partic¬ 
ular type of use of a different 
type of use which, though by 
itself and in proper locations 
would be harmless, when in¬ 
truded into the midst of other 
uses would cause wide-spread 
damage and loss. 

As cities grew larger and 
more intensive this damaging 
conflict between different types 
of property use began not only 
to destroy privately owned val¬ 
ues but produced likewise, the 
basic undermining of tax val¬ 
ues. This produced not only in¬ 
dividual loss but community 
loss as well. The helplessness 
of individual private property 
owners from damaging intrus¬ 
ions compelled recourse to pub¬ 
lic protection. 

It should be pointed out that 
the employment of zoning does 
not represent an arbitrary prac¬ 
tice on the part of public of¬ 
ficials but involves rather the

the Evzones. And every Sun¬ 
day there takes place against 
a backdrop of the marble tomb 
and the white parliament 
building that looms behind and 
above it, the pretty ceremony 
of changing the guard. 

It is always the Evzones who 
attract the most attention and 
the biggest crowd. They are 
reputed to be the fiercest fight¬ 
ing corps in the Greek army. 
Certainly they are the hand¬ 
somest. In a nation of pre¬ 
dominately short and medium¬ 
sized people, they tower at 
least six feet and many of them 
are taller. The more pictur¬ 
esque have luxurious dark 
moustaches over even white 
teeth, swarthy skin, straight 
fine noses, symmetrically lean, 
molded faces and curly black 
hair. 

They are, too, the only guards 
to wear uniforms that are ac¬ 
tually a native costume. It is 
the dress of the Cretans, a 
short, full, accordion-pleated 
skirt, an ornately decorated 
blouse with flowing pleated 
sleeves, long stockings, hard 
leather shoes trimmed with 
pompoms, and a small, jaunty 
long-tassled hat. Ther summer 
dress is white—snowy white 
and always spotless—with red 
and blue trimmings, their win¬ 
ter dress navy blue with red 
and white touches. 

But, in spite of all their 
glamour, the Athenians disap¬ 
prove of them. Every time an 
American tourist mentions the 
Evzones as one of Athens’ chief 
attractions, the native Athe¬ 
nian will recoil in dismay and 
reply, “But they aren’t typi¬ 
cal! They are not Greek, they 
are only Cretan. And all this 
nonsense about changing the 
guard, it is not Greek, either. 
It is English. Do you change 
the guard at your unknown 
soldier’s tomb? Ah, but with¬ 
out ceremony, of course. You 
see, it is English.” 

Nevertheless, the beautiful 
Evzones have become part of 
the Athens scene and the 
changing of the guard, which 
includes the playing of the ex¬ 
quisite Greek national anthem, 
"Hymn to Freedom,” has be¬ 
come a main tourist attraction.

Mrs. Eugene Field Englar, 
president of the Guild, is one 
who has lived in Sierra Madre 
for many years but knew noth¬ 
ing of the rest home. But last 
Christmas some persons who 
did know about it saw to it 
that Christmas was not just 
another day there, and the old 
men’s appreciation of the vis¬ 
its and little gifts from strang¬ 
ers was so touching it caused 
quite a lot of talk. That in¬ 
spired Mrs. Englar to suggest 
that the Guild adopt the 15 old 
men as one of its projects. 
Since then members of the 
Guild have visited the home 
with baskets of fruit and to 
learn the special needs of in¬ 
dividual old men. Their birth¬ 
days are to be rembered as well 
as other days of festivity. 

A good deal of the credit for 
this goes to Clement J. Pearce, 
the manager of Briar Hill 
Lodge. For 20 years Pearce was 
president of the Broadway- 
Spring Arcade Building Corpo¬ 
ration. Before that he had been 
president of the California 
State Association of Building 
Owners and Managers. 

He also was the founder of 
Associated Building Managers, 
in fact, he was such a success¬ 
ful young business man that 
life became just one cocktail 
party after another. Then came 
bereavement and a great dis¬ 
appointment, and drink became 
Pearce's consolation. He went 
through two black years. Then 
he heard of Alcoholics Anony¬ 
mous, attended a meeting—and 
hasn’t taken a drink for six 
years. 

In “A.A.,” Pearce became con¬ 
vinced that no other success 
compares with that of helping 
others. He heard of Briar Hill 
Lodge and decided that mak¬ 
ing life pleasanter for 15 lone¬ 
ly old men would be a job 
worth doing. He now feels that 
what he is doing is the finest 
thing he has ever done. 

“What the Guild ladies plan 
is wonderful,” says Pearce. 
“What these old gentlemen 
need most of all is friendship 
and companionship—not just 
what I can give them. It would 
be wonderful if a lot of per¬ 
sons would each pick out one 
or two of the old gentlemen to 
visit once a week or at other 
frequent intervals. If 15 or 30 
or GO persons would divide up 
the 15 old gentlemen each 
could look forward to the pleas¬ 
ure and excitement of a visitor 
every few days—and that 
would be wonderful.”

strenuous outdoor activity, mey 

prefer merely to stroll they 
call it promenading—or to sit, 
sipping coffee or ouzo, their 
national tipple, and talk. So, 
at any time of year when the 
sun is shining or the evening 
is balmy enough, you will find 
them at their favorite sidewalk 
cafes, sipping and talking. 

Constitution Square, in the 
heart of Athens, is a large area, 
half park and half cement. It 
is there that you can find all 
of Athens on a pleasant eve¬ 
ning, some sitting at tiny tables 
almost elbow to elbow, while 
the rest walk back and forth 
across the square. The tajiles 
are served by the tavernas 
from across the way, and the 
street is crowded with white- 
clad waiters hustling trays be¬ 
tween the two. It is a peace¬ 
ful, inexpensive way to spend 
an evening—or an afternoon— 
and it has developed conversa¬ 
tion to a fine art, for there is 
far more talking than drink¬ 
ing. In my entire year in Greece 
I saw only two Greek men who 
were the worse for liquor. 

We used to frequent one side¬ 
walk cafe in Kifissia where we 
often had a soda after seeing 
an outdoor movie. A Greek 
soda, although it is not much 
like its American counterpart, 
is delicious. You are served a 
small bottle of clear soda and 
a tall glass in which has been 
placed a generous helping of 
ice cream, a cherry and a 
froth of thick whipped cream. 
You then proceed to make your 
own drink by combining the 
two. The results are always 
most satisfactory and the chil¬ 
dren especially enjoy the pour¬ 
ing and mixing as much as they 
enjoy the drink itself. 

It was at this taverna one 
lovely evening, with the friend¬ 
ly hum of voices and laughter 
all around us, that we almost 
decided to go into the sidewalk 
cafe busines ourselves when we 
returned to Sierra Madre. But 
after considering the factors in¬ 
volved—a television in every 
room to keep people at home 
and a car in every garage to 
lake them somewhere else— 
we decided against it. 

On the north side of Con¬ 
stitution Square and across 
busy Amalias Street a small 
cement parade ground spreads 
out in front of the tomb of the 
unknown soldier. The tomb is 
guarded day and night by two 
members of either the Navy, 
the Army, the police force or 
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ONE FOR ALL 

The only good that is good 
for one is the good that works 
for the good of all. 


Fifteen lonely old men at 
Briar Hill Lodge, 405 Churchill 
Road aren’t quite so lonely 
any more. They have been 
“adopted” by the St. Cather¬ 
ine’s Guild of the Church of 
the Ascension. 

Briar Hill Lodge has been 
a rest home for old men for 
many years, but they are such 
quiet old men most of Sierra 
Madre never heard of it. Sev¬ 
eral are more than 90 years 
old. One is totally blind, one 
totally deaf, one partly para¬ 
lyzed and all must limit their 
activities for various reasons. 
So, most of the time, those who 
can hear sit in their rooms and 
listen to radio, those who can 
see well enough read, and some 
others just sit. For some have 
no relatives, others have rela-

Mr. Kalicka what effect the 
new zoning ordinance would 
have on the home work shop. 
After what seemed a great deal 
of circumlocution, I believe 
he said that at least five 
years could elapse before 
the abatement of this noncon¬ 
forming use of a conforming 
building. 

Article 13—Section 1304-A In 
R Zones. All nonconforming 
uses of a conforming building 
in any of the R zones shall be 
discontinued within one year 
from the date of formal notice 
to the owner by the Planning 
Commission. 

I have worked for forty years 
with my hands and am not at 
home in a debate. Perhaps this 
will explain my case. 

Mr. Kalicka took exception to 
my wife’s letter, published in 
this paper on February Third, 
because of her "uninformed” 
(Mr. Kalicka’s word) use of the 
phrase ‘Baby-sitter conducting 
a business by telephone’. 

Article 3—Section 306: Except 
as provided in this ordinance, 
no building shall be erected, 
reconstructed or structurally 
altered, nor shall any building 
or land be used for any pur¬ 
pose except as hereinafter spe¬ 
cifically provided and allowed 
in the same zone in which such 
building and land is located. 

His most direct answer was 
to the effect that a carpenter 
could not make a door at his 
own home for another person. 

After you have helped a 
neighbor repair a flat tire, 
THINK, before you accept a 
cup of coffee or a cigarette. 

Article 20—Section 2000. Any 
person, firm or corporation vio¬ 
lating any of the provisions of 
this ordinance shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall 
be punishable by a fine of not 
more than Three Hundred Dol¬ 
lars or by imprisonment in the 
County Jail for a period of not 
more than ninety days, or both 
such fine and imprisonment. 

Section 2001 — Each person, 
firm or corporation found guil¬ 
ty of a violation shall be deem¬ 
ed guilty of a separate offense 
for every day during any por¬ 
tion of which any violation of 
any provision of this ordinance 
is committed, continued or per¬ 
mitted by such person, firm or 
corporation, and shall be pun¬ 
ishable therefor as provided for 
in this ordinance, and any use, 
occupation or building or struc¬ 
ture maintained contrary to the 
provisions hereof shall consti¬ 
tute a public nuisance. 

Come to think of it, maybe 
you broke the law without the 
cup of coffee. There is no men¬ 
tion of remuneration in the or¬ 
dinance. As I read it, the ordi¬ 
nance would have abated Hen¬ 
ry Ford, The Wright Brothers, 
Benjamin Franklin and cer¬ 
tainly, Dick Hawks. 

The Editor of this paper has 
assured us that one may aug¬ 
ment a small income in the 
home as long as the use is 
reasonable and prudent and 
does not infringe the rights of 
one’s neighbors. 

That is NOT, in plain Eng¬ 
lish, what the ordinance says. 

The Commission meeting on 
the twenty-first may be your 
next to last chance to defend 
yourself against this invasion 
of your privacy. 

I have been told, that, in 
more than sixteen years the 
present ordinance has been in 
effect, there have been few 
abatements and no court cases 
over the home work shop 
clause.

Skutts Describe Morocco; 
On Way to Rock of Gibraltar 


Letter No. 2—Tangier 

Dear Friends: 

In Morocco, we have found 
a natural continuation of our 
Oriental trip. Here are the Sul¬ 
tan’s palaces, set in great 
courtyards and guarded by 
Blackguards—especially trained 
neg'ro boys from schools within 
the walls. Arabs in gay red 
uniforms guard the entrances 
and harem quarters. The emp¬ 
ty arcades of forsaken palaces 
in India—are here containing 
apartments for the servants. 

The architecture is similar, 
mosaics, arches, tiled roofs, 
but here the priests call from 
the minarets, early and late. 
Camels and burros, cattle and 
horses look well fed. 

We took a bus to Quarzazati, 
an oasis beyond the High Atlas 
mountains. We rode first class 
in the front seats with two 
Frenchmen, a French woman 
and a smiling Arab Sheik in 
native dress, his silver sheath 
with its curved poignard at his 
belt. Behind us crowded other 
Arabs, second, third and fodrth 
classes, both Moslem and Ber¬ 
ber, many women with veiled 
faces. A Berber soldier should¬ 
ered a rifle and we felt safer 
as we looked about at various 
“ruffians” carrying swords. The 
natives passed a teakettle of 
water among themselves and 
some fruit, but we were with¬ 
out refreshment from 4:30 a.m. 
until 11, when we arrived at a 
lovely mountain inn. 

Wherever there was water, 
there was farming—canyons in 
the mountains were terraced up 
their sides—with many small 
fields as in Japan. Streams 
were cleverly led through small 
dilehes to irrigate the fields 
growing on lower hills, but the 
bare burned earth was all there 
at higher elevations.

Hiestand Introduces Smog 
Control Tax Relief Bill 


Representative Edgar W. Hie¬ 
stand, 21st Congressional Dis¬ 
trict, California, last week in¬ 
troduced in the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives a Bill "To amend 
the Internal Revenue Code, for 
the purpose of accelerating 
amortization of certain devices 
and equipment for collection at 
the source of atmospheric pol¬ 
lutants and contaminants.” 

“The problem of air pollu¬ 
tion, or ‘smog’ as it is common¬ 
ly known, has become acute in 
many metropolitan areas 
throughout the country,” Con¬ 
gressman Hiestand stated. “The 
Air Pollution Control Board of 
Los Angeles County has been 
diligently investigating the 
causes of air pollution for the 
purpose of taking remedial ac¬ 


tion combatting the problem. 
Industry, as well, has been 
actively searching for some 
means of controlling this most 
devastating and perplexing of 
atmospheric conditions. Scien¬ 
tific studies and research have 
developed equipment for this 
purpose, which so far, however, 
is very expensive. The indus¬ 
tries of Los Angeles County 
alone have invested over 
34 million dollars of priv- 
vate funds to correct the con¬ 
tamination at the source and 
relieve the community of smog. 

“It hardly seems fair that the 
corporation funds thus invested 
should be taxed as earnings. 
My Bill permits rapid amor¬ 
tization of these investments. 
The Federal Government does 
not lose the taxes of these earn¬ 
ings. The tax liability is simp¬ 


ly deferred until this invest¬ 
ment is amortized. 

“After all, there is quite a 
case for permitting businesses 
to amortize their investment in 
permanent equipment, either 
rapidly, or on a long-term 
basis, as long as the Govern¬ 
ment doesn’t actually lose the 
revenue. The cash position of 
some corporations can be im¬ 
paired by this large investment 
in permanent equipment to 
combat air pollution, and it 
hardly seems fair to penalize 
them thus. 

, “If my Bill is passed by the 
Congress and becomes part of 
the Internal Revenue Law, it 
should encourage the invest¬ 
ment by many companies in 
this expensive, permanent 
equipment and should go a 
long way towards stimulating 
the combatting of air pollution 
in the communities where it is 
a very serious problem.”

is trying to save for society, "We 
don't want to think about you 
now.” I am rather inclined to 
believe at present writing that 
the only real problem as to the 
establishment of a home is 
whether or not we want to be 
helpful to boys who need our 
help.

Dear Sirs: 

Since Bethany Church has 
been aware of Mr. Bateman’s 
work in the Ministry to the 
Children of the Juvenile Court 
for some time, I feel I should 
help to make clear some of the 
issues involved in the present 
appeal for zoning variance to 
establish a home for boys. I 
do not like that term unless it 
carries the idea of a home ra¬ 
ther than an institution. The 
court is anxious to provide a 
home, with guidance and se¬ 
curity, not an institution. 

I was glad to see that the 
Planning Board seemed to 
quickly set aside the material¬ 
istic issues that have been 
raised. There is ample super¬ 
vision of such a project from 
local and state sources to be 
sure that there are no unneces¬ 
sary hazards for anyone. I was 
also glad to see that the Board 
seemed to recognize the genu¬ 
ine attempt of Mr. Bateman to 
conduct a humanitarian pro¬ 
ject. I know him and his or¬ 
ganization. Both are above re¬ 
proach. 

Basically there is just one 
issue. Are these going to be 
“bad” boys who will corrupt 
our youth? I am a father of 
three children whom I dearly 
love. I am proud of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. I don’t want corrupting in¬ 
fluences in this town any more 
than anyone else. I don’t mind 
boys. 

Even the good ones can cre¬ 
ate problems. They are expen¬ 
sive, rather destructive, mis¬ 


sive, rather destructive, mis¬ 
chievous and noisy. Somehow 
I cannot, however, quite forget 
that I used to be one, and that 
wonderful people loved me and 
put up with me. To find out 
if they are “bad” enough to 
be corrupting is rather theor¬ 
etical to be sure, but I for one 
am willing to stand by the 
ideas of the skilled social work¬ 
ers and officials of the Juve¬ 
nile Court. 

If they think that these boys 
are the kind that are not so 
“bad” but that a proper en¬ 
vironment and care will make

Mr. Kalicka was, “Legally and 
technically, yes.” 

When the subject of penal¬ 
ties was brought into the dis¬ 
cussion, Mr. Kalicka pointed 
out that every ordinance, whe¬ 
ther it has to do with construc¬ 
tion or keeping pet rabbits, of 
necessity has sections provid¬ 
ing penalties for violation. 
However, he emphasized that 
no City Commission or City 
Council can impose such pen¬ 
alties. Under our constitutional 
laws, punishment can be ad¬ 
ministered only by a judge aft¬ 
er due process of law. 

Non-Conforming Issue 
Clarification of the non-con¬ 
forming issue was also made 
by Mr. Kalicka who told his 
listeners that the ordinance 
does not include the removal of 
present non-conforming build¬ 
ings.
